THE RACE. 
Fifty-five runners, representing 16 
cduntries, took part in the classic 
contest. They were started on their 
Jong journey by the Princess of 
Wales, from the Eastern Terrace of 
Windsor Castle. ‘he day wes an 
ideal one for competitors hailing 
from countries accustomed to tropical 
beat, and correspondingly disadvan- 
tageous to the British representa- 
tives. Never before in the history «f 
sport has so large a crowd witnessed 
the Marathon Race, A safe estimate 
«€ the number of people who saw it 
would be anything between a million 
and a million and a-half. Practically 
the whole of the route from Windsor 
to the Stadium was lined with epec- 
tators, and even in the remote dis- 
tricts between the smaller villages 
hundreds of carriages, motor-cars, 
and traps were drawn up by the side 
of the road, nearly all containing 
ladies, who clapped their hands and 
waved their handkerchiefs ae the 
runners pae:ed. The schoolboys at 
ton and Harrow were both given 
permission to watch the race. The 
former cheered in their hundreds 
when Eton was passed, so well were 
the British runners placed, but tho 
Karrow boys were much more sub- 
cued ae Hefferon and Dorando led 
through Harrow. The biggest crowds 
were etationed outside Windsor 
Ceetie, at Uxb: m Harrow, and 
Sudbury; but for the last five miles 
the ethlotes ran througn an unbroken 
crowd of from two to ten persons 
deep.
